Grand Visier tepreſented. that it was highly necel- 
fary to take the utmoſt Precautions to put a Stop to 
the Czar’s Progrefs, but was not of Opinion that 
the Porte fhould precipitate itfelf into an Enter- 
prize which might be attended with bad Confe- 
quences to the Ottoman Empire 3 that, ae he is 
re{waded the Czar does not ſeek fo much to en- 
pica his Dominions as to extend bis Commerce 
towards the Cafpian Sea, it were better to Accom- 
mode, than War with him, aod yield bim alfo 
forme Places ; that this Conceſſion, far from being 
pre judicial to the Empire or daogeroufly favour- 
able to the Czar’s Defigns, would iofallibly awakes 
the Jealouly of Chriftian Princes, and beget bim 
werful Enemies; that then the Porte would 
ve a much better Opportunity to attack him and 
retake the Places they had parted with; but in 
cafe the Czar will not be contented, with what the 
Porte thall think fit to offet bim, (ere muſt be 90 
ballancing the Matter, but War immediately de- 
clated. During thefe Paffages, the Grand Vizier 
continues aſſuring the Minifters of Germany and 
Venice, that the Porte — intends to keep the 
Treaty of Paſſarowitz inviolably, aod endeavours 
to engage thofe two Powers to keep a ſtrict Neutra- 
lity in cafe of a War with the Mafcovites. Notwith. 
ſtaoding thefe Affurancer, tis doubred whether the 
extraordinary Militaty Preparations have not fome 
other View befides oppofing the Mufcovites 3
